TWIN FALLS - About 4S peo- 
ple shook off the temptations of 
presents on Christmas morning to 
watch the partial solar eclipse 
from the Herrett Crater for Arts 
and Sciences at the College of 
Southern Idaho,. 

Hie eclipse peaked ot 9-33 am., 
and the sun peaked through the 
cloaking cloud cover shortly after 
that It remained mostly visible 
until it ended at 10:49 am. 

“We were dods^ clouds until 
the rad of the ecU^” said Chris 
Anderson, the planetarium pro- 


duction specialist with the 
.Faulkner Pliuietarium at CSL 

A thick blanket of clouds during 
the morning threatened to com- 
pletely hide the eclii^. 

"I wasn't very optimistic," said 
planetarium manager Rick 
Greraawald, i^o spent Chrktm.->< 
-'morning camped out on the roof 
of the Herrett Center, scaruting 
the sky for sornething other than 
cumulus clouds. At about 9-25 he 
got his wish, as ^e clouds be^ 
to break up a Uctle bit, be said. 

“I was so thrilied," Greenawald 
said. “I raced and grabbed the 
telescppe.” 

About 25 percent of the sun 


over Idaho was covered during 
the peak of (he eclipse, meaning - 
that it is not the most spectacular 
eclipse, Anderson said. . 

Elsewhere, people in the 
Northeast saw the moon blot out 
as much as 60 percent of the sun 
around midday. The solar disc 
looked like ayellow crescent. 

Viewing was best in New 
England and the upper Midwest, 
while clouds got in the way across 
much of the nation’s midsection. 

How unusual t$ a Christmas 
solar eclipse? 

The last one occurred in 1954, 
and was visible only in parts of 
Africa. The next partial Christmas 


eclipse, says Fred Espenak of 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight 
Center, will occur in ^7. 

Looldng at a solar eclipse with 
the naked eye can be dangerous. 
Experts rcconunrad using special 
< equipment, such as a welder’s lens 
or a pinhole projector, to prevent 
eye damage and to get the best 
view. 

Five hundred pairs of safety 
goggles, which make the eclipse 
safe to view, were sold last week 
at CSl, so Greenawald said he 
hoped at least that many people 
had the chance to see the event.

volunteered for the study, 
designed to monitor how panicu- 
late matter affects humans, 
because she is convinced such 
research benefits society at 
large. 

She pointed to recent studies 
• connecting secondhand tobacco 
smoke to ^dhood asthma. 

“What if air poLution is doing 
the same thing to small chil- 
dren?” said Wood, 22, who is 
paid 5200 for tests that took 
more than a day. “That’s some- 
thing that needs to be looked at 
and taken care of." 

Deliberate human exposure to 
pollutants was an clement of 
nine of the 110 projects 
approved last fiscal year by the 
National Center for 
Environmental Research, a divi- 
sion of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

Human testing has also been 
involved in studying the effects 
of a bacterium in causing diar- 
rhea, and inve.stigating whether 
certain doses of a water pnllu- 
tani arc harmful to humans.

luckiest Texan since Lyndon 
Johnson to the master of political 
Washington.

: Yugoslavia warns it will remove rebels 


i;S next pnme minister \ 
promises to prosecute Milosevic 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) - 
Yugoslavia called I^nday on the 
U.N. Security Council to set a 
deadline for ethnic Albanian 
rebels to leave the buffer zone 
along the boundary \viih Kosovo, 
warning dial otherwise Belgrade 
would remove them. 

The threat by the federal gov- 
ernment followed a meeting of 
the Yugoslav Supreme Defense 
Council, comprising the country's 
lop leaders and military comman- 


ders. 

• The government urged the U.N. 
body, which is overseeing the 
administration of Kosovo, to' 
amend the agreement that end^ 
last year’s NATO bombing cam- 
paign and established a three- 
mile security zone between the 
province and the rest of Serbia. 

The Supreme Defense Council 
did not specify those proposed ' 
changes. However, new Yugoslav 
President Vojislav Kostunica 


recently suggested narrowing the 
three-mile buffer zone to it 
easier to control 

In its statement, the Yugoslav 
defense council said the et^n ges 
were needed "because Albanian 
terrorists are using that tone to 
threaten security in chat area and 
outside it.” 

In a separate statement, the 
Yugoslav federal government 
urged the Security Coundl to set 
Che “shortest posable” deadline 


for militants to withdraw from the 
zone; or "Yugoslavia will alone 
resolve that problem by imple- 
menting all internationally 
allowed methods of fighting 
against terrorism.’’ • 

The buffer zone was estab* 
Ushed in June 1999 before NATO- 
led peacekeepers and a UJI. mis- 
sion took control of Kosovo. It was 
created to prevent the Yugoslav 
army from threatening allied 
fortes in the province. 


BELGRADE. Yugoslavia (AP) - 
With the levers of power noW 
firmly in their hands after a 
sweeping election victory, 
Yugoslavia's reformers 
announced plans Monday to 
begin an invudgadon that could 
force Slobodan Milosevic to stand 
trial for niining the counttv.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Utah 
doesn’t need more foster parents, 
it needs to stop taking so many 
children from their parents, 
according to demonstrators who 
rallied at the Matheson 
Courthouse. 

Canning placards and chanting 
“send our children home,” the 
group rang bells on Sunday to 
proclaim that they can no longer 
tolerate being caught up in a sys- 
tem they say separates them from 
their children and often for no 
good reason. 

“They took a minor family 
problem and made it much 
worse,” said Sheila Musino, 
whose children were removed 
from school Nov. 3 and are now in 
Colorado. 

“Yes, we had had problems, but 
we were working them out. They 
haven’t taken evidence against 
the decision into account," she 
said. “These children were not 


abused or neglected, but they 
(the state) took a perceived possi- 
bility of damage from famUy dis- 
cord and made it real and trau- 
matic for the children.” 

The rally was the second of its 
type the past this year and was 
sponsored by Justice, Economic 
Dignity and Independence for 
Women, an advocacy group for 
low-income women.

While the transplant repaired 
-him-physically.-Fitzgorald also- 
says it renewed him spiritually.

BOISE (AP) - New federal 
rules announced last week 
would protect confidentiality of 
medical records, but they are 
drawing fire from the Idaho 
Medical Association. 

The association is concerned 
about the new regulations, 
which intend to limit divulging 
of medical information that doc- 
tors, hospitals and health plans 
can reveal. 

The rules require written con- 
sent for routine disclosure and 
.protect against unauthorized use 
of medical records for employ- 
ment purposes. It includes crimi- 
nal sanctions. 

“Often, when the federal gov- 
ernment writes regulations, 
they’re shooting at gnats with 
elephant guns,” Bob Seehusen, •' 
Qssodadon head, said. 

He said the rules will signifi- 
cantly increase paperwork and 
will make it costly and time con- 
suming for physicians and others 
including insurance companies 
who will need new computer 
software, if not systems. 

He predined higher costs will 
be passed along to consumers in 
insurance premium increases. 

Gcorganne Benjamin, spokes- 
men for Regence Blue Shield of 
Idaho, which insures 300,000 
Idahoans, said officials are still 
reviewing the new rules. From 
what Blue Shield has seen so far, ‘ 


compliance will be costly, 
Benjamin :aid. 

She said Blue Shield has 
alwa^ protected confidentiality 
and is making some improve- 
ments, much of it on educating 
employers and agents. 

Seehusen, whose group claims 
1,500 physician-members, said 
■ doctors have always protected 
patient medical information. He 
acknowledged that some addi- 
tional safeguards are needed, 
with the electronic routing of 
information, although not a blan- 
ket approach in the new rules. 

The Idaho Attorney General's 
office every so often receives 
complaints of people receiving 
unsolicited brochures in the 
mail, said Brett DeLange, 
Consumer Protection Unit chief. ■ 

The 2000 Legislature refused 
to pass legislation proposed by 
Attorney General AJ Lance that 
would have addressed abuse of 
customer privacy in medical and 
financial services industries. 

According to Lance’s office, 
one company sold marketing 
lists of 18 million Americans and 
their ailments. 

A medical products company' 
had a list of 5 million inconti- 
nent women. Lance’s bill would 
have banned the sale of medical ■' 
and financial information for 
commercial purposes without a 
patient's consent. 


Administration provides

Business Administration has

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Departing BIA head says agency needs eredibility- 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ When 
' he took over as head of the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs in 1997, 
Kevin Cover’s top goal was simply 
to make the agency competent at 
providing serwces to nearly 560 
tribes, 

He commissioned a report by 
outside expterts that found a "lack 
of credible management” so seri- 
ous the BIA often inadvertently 
broke the law. After nearly three 
years of working on reforms, 
Cover says the agency has 
improved but has not yet 
achieved basic competence in oU 
areas. 

“We’ve got a ways to go. 
Another three years like this, and 
wo'Il be in really good shape," 
Cover said in an interview last 
week. 

Still, Cover is optimistic: An 
, increa.se of about S262 million for 
: the agency’s S2 billion budget this 
year will help, as will a series of 
administrative changes meant to 
streamline and energize the BIA, 
he said. 

“The reality is, we’re not going 
to finish any of these reform 
efforts on my watdi," Cover said. 
“Tije nett guy could get the cred- 


it for having fixed these things. 
And that’s fine with me." 

Cover leaves office next month, 
making way for an eventual suc- 
cessor to be appointed by 
President-elect Bush.

New ideas 
may change 
baseball 

Commissioner 
proposes draft plan 


NEW YORK - The worst eight 
teams in baseball would be able to 
select players from the top eight in 
a new “competitive balance draft" 
proposed by. commissioner Bud 
Sclig 

The tcanu iviih the eight high- 
est winning percentages over the 
previous three years would be 
able to protect just 25 players 
apiece in the draft, according to a 
37-pagc memorandum sent to 
teams lost week and obtained by 
• The A.ssociated Press. 

Only the teams with the eight 
lowest winning percentages over 
the previous three years would be 
allowed to make scIectio,ns, and 
they could take only one player 
each. The draft would take place 
annually after the World Series 
but before the end of the winter 
^ meetings each December. 

^ Because the teams with the 
worst records often are the ones 
with the least money, they could 
attempt to draft high-salaried play- 
ers and trade them tu wealthy 
dubs for younger and cheaper tal- 
ent. 

“I think that would be a possibil- 
ity,” said Sandy Aldcrson, execu- 
tive vice president of baseball 
operations in the commissioner's 
officer. "This would operate very 
similar to an expansion draft. 
Although there is some confiden- 
tially with respea to the protected 
lists. Pm sure dubs would look for 
a way to make trades." 

The draft v.-as recommended in 
July by the ov,7iers’ latest econom- 
ic study committee and commis- 
sioner Bud Selig told his staff to 
present it to owners for approval 
when they meet in Phoenix on 
Jan. 17-18. 

“I really don’t want to talk 
about it,’[^&lig said Monday._*Tm _ 
hot really sure how that got oul” 

Owners arc being asked to vote 
on a variety of rules changes, 
many' of which the Major League 
Baseball Players Association prob- 
ably would challenge: 

• Making all players around, the 
world subject to the June dra/t, 
which would eliminate much of 
the abilitj' of Cuban defeaors'and 
young Dominican stars to com- 
mand huge signing bonuses. 

• Changing'thc'eligibility for' 

college players in the draft from 
players in their junior seasons to 
those in their senior seasons, tak- 
ing away the leverage of players 
who threaten to return to school. 

• Forcing ail draft picks to' sign 
by July 15. - 

"If teams really believe they 
would sign players at bargain- 
basement prices because they 
were seniors, 1 think they’re kid- 
ding themselves," agent Jeff 
Moorad said. "1 have to believe all . 
that does is to unnecessarily pro- 
long the college careers of players 
who are often ready to enter the 
professional ranks." 

Agent Tom Reich said the 
changes were tied to the expira- 
tion of the collective bargaining 
agreement next On. 31. 

"This is labor dispute foreplay, 
firing shots across the bow," he 
said. "Tills is the kind of stuff that 
has gone on forever."

MIAMI - It’s a gloomy Christmas 
for many dot-com workers who 
have lost their jobs just before the 
holidays. 

Consider Nancy Cooper, 46. Last 
year, as a marketing executive 
with a hopeful dot-com, she was 
making a great salary, and she 
bought her 70-something parents a 
computer. “It was a lot of fun.” 

This year, jobless after being 
one of 600 laid off by 
Mortgage.com, she’s agreed not to 
exchange presents with her hus- 
band. “It’s a bleak, bare-bones 
Cluistmas.” 

She’s not alone. Yupi.com, the 
Spanish-languagc portal in Miami, 
laid off 160 employees six days 
before. Christmas. Answerthlnk, 
the technology consulting .firm, 
dropped 150 the same day. 

Nationwide, according to The' 
Industry Standard, a trade publica- 
tion, 23 other Internet-firms 
canned 2,800 workers in the two 
weeks leading up to the holidays. 
DotComDoom.com - “the largest 
portal on the dotynturn” - listed 
another 25 that had cither had lay- 
offs or closed completely during 
that time. 

It used to be that American com- 
panies tried to avoid such carnage 
during the holidays, when folks 
are supposed to be buying gifts 
and feeling good about their fellow 
hi nan beings. Many corporate 
layoffs were thus planned for early 
fall or postponed till the new year. 

No more. 

Dot-com.s, which have already 
smashed many other rules of cor- 
porate behavior, are once again 
breaking new ground. 

“The grinch who stole Christmas 
is appearing much more tlian he I 
u.scd to,” said Lewis B. Freeman, I 
head of BizTumoround.com, which ' 
works frith failing start-ups.

Forget all the hype you’ve 
heard about interactive television 
.sy.sieni.s that require high-speed 
Internet access and souped-up 
cable Ixixes with more processing 
horsepower than Deep Blue, 
IBM’s chess-champion supercom- 
puter. 

Forget ridiculously overpriced p 
higli-definition TV sots. 

I-’ve seen die true future of tele- 
vision, and it's spinning on the sur- 
face of a hard drive. 

Personal video recorders, or 
PVRs, will do more to reshape the 
way we experience television than 
any new technology since the 
introduction of color more than 40 
years ago. — 

The first PVRs, which use hard 
disks instead of tape to store 
video programming, arrived last 
year from two Silicon Valley .start- 
ups, TiVo and . ReplayTV. 
Microsoft also got into the act 
with the DishPlayer, combining a 
PVR with a receiver for the Dish 
Network direct satellite service. 

I raved about PVRs last year, 
and. liked the DishPlayer so much 
that 1 bougiit one after returning 
my review unit. 

Now the story is even more 
exciting. 

DirecTV, the competing direct 
satellite service that outsells Dish 
Network two-to-ono, has finally 
caught up with its smaller rival in 
offering a PVR combo box. 

The Philips DSR6000 and the 
Sony SAT-T60, virtually identical 
models shipped last month using 
TiVo software, contain massive 
40-gigabytc hard drives that can 
store about 28 hours of typical TV 
programs and sell for a very 
affordable $399. 

Think about it; 28 hours is a full 
week’s worth of viewing for even 
the most dedicated couch potato.
